Get Acquainted With Your Social Security 

This is the first of a series of articles on Social Security. The purpose of 
these articles is to inform you of Social Security benefits and regulations. 


Blood Typing Team to Be 
In North Adams at Y.M.C.A. 

A car skids on a slippery pavement 
and slams into a tree. The badly-in¬ 
jured occupants are rushed to the hos¬ 
pital where it is found they need emer¬ 
gency blood transfusions. Valuable 
time has to be taken up for proper 
blood chemistry. II the victims of this 
accident had been forward-looking 
enough to have their blood typed, their 
chances of survival would have been 
that much better. 

A blood typing team sponsored by 
the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency 
in cooperation with the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health will be 
in North Adams from July 14-18 at the 
Y.M.C.A. Sprague Electric employes 
are urged to take advantage of this 
service. Everyone will be contacted in 
his department and given an oppor¬ 
tunity to make an appointment. The 
appointment cards will be turned in to 
the dispensaries. 

Theblood typing will be done between 
1:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m., and 6:00 p.m. 
and 9:00 p.m. The entrance will be 
on the Summer Street side of the Y. 
M.C.A. building and the exit on the 
Morris Street side. All persons between 
12 and 18 must be accompanied by at 
least one parent who has to sign a per¬ 
mission slip. 

After the blood is typed, each person 
will be given a wallet-sized card indi¬ 
cating the Blood Group and the RH 
factor of the bearer. This card will be 
recognized and accepted by all hospi¬ 
tals in case of emergency. 

Having your blood typed does not 
obligate you to give blood. 


Social Security is designed to pro¬ 
tect you and yoitr family against any 
loss of income due to old age, death 
and unemployment. 

Your Social Security benefits were 
created by a national law called the 
Social Security Act. The original Act 
became law in 1935 and payroll de¬ 
ductions started on January 1, 1937. 
However, it provided for old-age in¬ 
surance for wage earners only. Then, 
in 1939, the old-age insurance system 
was enlarged to include benefits lor the | 
wage earner’s family, after his retire¬ 
ment or after his death. This became 
effective January 1,1940. Many amend¬ 
ments were adopted between 1940 and 
1950. Examples were the extension of 
Social Security coverage to seamen 
working for the Government and thr^ 
application of benefits to survivors of 
certain World War II veterans. 

Veterans of World War 11 were given 
Social Security credit for their military 
service under the 1950 amendments. 
The dates into which such military 
service fall are after September 15, 1940, 
and before July 25, 1947. 

Social Security benefits are figured 
on an average monthly wage. The law 
today does not give each veteran cre¬ 
dit for what his individual salary was 
during his period of military service. 
However, a flat amount of $160 a 
month credit for all veterans was 
granted. 

Military credits are granted because 
the Congress felt that many soldiers 
were deprived of an opportunity to 
build up their Social Security accounts 
because the call to duty interfered with 
what otherwise would have been con¬ 
sidered normal pursuits. 


George F. Petry Does Fine

Julian K. Sprague and Hamid E. 
Hrafm in were American delegates <<> 
the International Standardization Or¬ 
ganization’s meeting on Mira which 
was held at Columbia University in 
New York, June 9 through 23. 

The meeting was held for the purpose 
of setting international mica standards 
which would facilitate world trade. 
The delegates to the convention were 
picked from men who were familiar with 
mica and its uses so they could con-

to .setting.mica standards. 

Sprague Electric makes use of mica 
as a dielectric in capacitors and both 
Mr. Sprague and Mr. Brafman are well 
informed concerning the market, prob¬ 
lems, and uses of mica. 

The problem which the meeting at¬ 
tempted to solve was by no means 
an easy one. Mica comes in an infinite 
variety of colors, thicknesses, and shape i. 
Almost no two people can agree on the 
requirements which mica should meet. 
The problem is further complicated by 
the fact that India controls 90% of the 
world supply of mica, a virtual mono¬ 
poly. An effort, was made to have a 
basic viewpoint on the terminology 
of the written specifications. After con¬ 
siderable discussion an understanding 
was finally reached. Visual standards 
were presented by the Indian and 
United States delegation, but no agree¬ 
ment was reached. An attempt will be 
made to settle this point by submitting 
samples to each representative group 
for their acceptance as standards. 

The International Standardization 
Organization, which sponsored the con¬ 
tention, is an outgrowth of the U. N. 
The organization meets every three 
years. In 1949, the meeting was held 
in 1’aris. The meeting in New York 
this June extended from the 9th to the 
23rd. Five days of the session were de¬ 
voted to mica. 

I he aim of ISO is to promote the de¬ 
velopment. of standards in the world 
with a view to facilitating the inter¬ 
nal ional exchange of goods and services 
and to developing mutual cooperation 
in ihe sphere of intellectual, scientific, 
technological, and economic, activity. 

In addition to the ISO committee on 
mica, the United States is active on 
committees on screw threads, ball and 
roller bearings, preferred numbers, air¬ 
craft, automobiles, solid mineral fuels, 
measurement of fluid flow, textiles, 
acoustics, rubber, documentation, lac, 
gas cylinders, and marks indicating 
conformity with standards. The In¬ 
dians hold the secretariat on mica. The 
United States holds the secretariat of 
eight ISO Technical Committees: test 
pressures for the acceptance of sta¬ 
tionary boilers and unification of 
boiler construction codes, copper and 
copper alloys, petroleum products, 
cinematography, photography, plastics, 
determination of viscosity, and material 
for pipe lines and other fixed installa¬ 
tions in the field of the petroleum 
industry. 

Mr. Brafman feels that definite pro¬ 
gress has been made on the subject of 
Mica. By bringing it before a group of 
interested people from all parts of the 
world, this controversial subject will, 
in the near future, be fully understood 
by the miner, importer, and end user 
(capacitor manufacturers). 

Representatives of interested coun¬ 
tries on Mica were from the British 
Kingdom, France, Brazil, India, Ger¬ 
many, Japan, and the United States. 
Other countries sat in on the sessions, 
but offered no comments.
